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County Commission To 
Replace Coles Bridge 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, 
November 15, at the courthouse in 
Enterprise and instructed County 
Engineer Frank Charlton to proceed 
with plans to replace Coles Bridge, an 
antiquated one-lane bridge that crosses 
the Pea River at the old Snellgrove’s 
Mill, near New Hope. 


Mr. Charlton informed the 
commission that on Thursday, 
November 10, two Highway Dept. 
officials inspected the bridge, and 


reported the state would provide 
$100,000 in excess funding to help cover 
the expense of building a new bridge. 
The new bridge would cost 
approximately $537,000, according to 
Charlton, and could be paid for out of 
existing funds. 

The funds listed include $109,000 in 
oil lease money, $100,000 in 1983 bridge 
funds, $100,000 in 1984 bridge funds 
and $128,000 in 3R money, which when 
added to the state's money would meet 
the cost of the bridge construction. 

The commission told Charlton to 
proceed with plans on the bridge, in 
order to meet the deadline to get on the 
December bid letting. 

Mrs. Carol Agnew, representing the 
Coffee County Humane Society, 
informed the commission of what the 
organization does. The local society was 
incorporated in Feb., 1983, after being 
organized by a group of private citizens. 
The society, which operates solely on 
donations, offeres rescue and care for 
Stray animals in the county and 


counseling for residents with pet 
problems. Last year the organization 
took in 160 animals, of which 130 were 
adopted. 

“As the Humane Society becomes 
better known we have a problem taking 
care of the large number of calls,’’ said 
Mrs. Agnew. ‘I submit a need for a 
Coffee County Animal Shelter, with the 
county agreeing to help cover expenses. 
If the county will provide the shelter it 
will free the society to concern itself 
with adoption and education.”’ 

The society, according to Mfrs. 
Agnew, would help with funding, but 
the commission took no action following 
her presentation. 

A resolution was presented to 
Alabama Prison Commissioner Freddie 
Smith for his aid in remodeling the 
Coffee County Jail in Elba. The prison 
commissioner instituted a program to 
help counties with projects by the use of 
inmate labor. The program saved the 
county thousands of dollars in the 
renovation of the jail.

***approved the engineer’s attendance 
at a November 9 ‘‘Payement 
Management Seminar’’ in Auburn; 
***was informed Asst. Engineer Randy 
Wynn had resigned to accept a position 
in Mobile with Alabama Power 
Company; 

***authorized the county engineer to 
place ‘35 MPH Speed Limit’’ signs at 
County Road 14 at Conagra and on 
County Road 18 near the Enterprise 
Airport;

Garbage Problem May Be Solved 


Barring a last minute complication, 
residents of rural Coffee County may 
soon be once again enjoying the 
privilege of garbage pickup. 

The Coffee County Commission met 
on Monday of this week with two 
possible contractors and the proposal 
offered by Mr. Enon Riley, of 
Enterprise, had at least three 
commissioners ready to sign him up 
immediately! 

Mr. Riley told the commission, ‘‘! 
have a proposal we both can live with. It 
will enable me to pay my bills and make 
a little money and at the same time keep 
the rates low enough for the people. I 
can work with the people, and if they 
will work with me, | can serve them 
well.” 

According to Riley's proposal, he 
must have 1,000 customers to start the 
service and as soon as the customers are 

gned up h ady to go to work, 
possibly as early as Dec. 5. Under the 
proposal, the collection rates would be 
$5.75 a month per household for once a 
week service and $4.00 a month for 
similar service to senior citizens. Rates 


for schools and businesses would be 


negotiated and Riley told the 
commissioners, ‘‘You can serve as 
inspectors."’ 


Comm. Rex Boutwell stated a per 
household charge for dumping would be 
higher than Riley's estimate of $11 per 
truckload, and suggested both parties 
study all details further before making a 
decision. 

A representative of Southeast 
Horizons Unlimited was also at the 
meeting, and again listed a set of 
guidelines which must be met before 
the company could begin garbage 
pickup. The company wanted: sole 
rights to pickup in the county; at least 


1,200 customers to start; rates of $6.50 a 
month for households and $130 a month 
for schools, and no obligations to 
continue the service. 

The commission balked at the ‘‘sole 
rights”’ asked for and the clause putting 
the company under no performance 
obligation and told the representative a 
later. 

Commissioners Eugene Bradley, 
Marvin Bradley and Billy Eagerton all 
wanted to give Mr. Riley a contract and 
“Put him to work'’; however, it was 
agreed no decision would be made until 
the complete details could be looked at. 

A decision is expected to be 
announced no later than November 28.

- Change In Policy Could 


Add Money To Treasury 


The Elba City Council met Monday 
evening with all members present. The 
agenda appeared to be routine and low 
key, but the details behind the 
seemingly quiet words could have great 
economic impact on Elba. Additional 
income from the Southeast Alabama 
Gas District, and efforts to get a grant, 
could help the city finances and the 
activities funded from these monies. 

The council approved changes in the 
Operation of the gas district, which is 
owned by the 12 or 13 cities which use 
the natural gas from the pipe line. The 
change, if approved by all cities 
involved, will probably triple the $8000 
annual income Elba gets from the gas 
company, according to estimates by 
Mayor Bob English. He explained that 
good management by gas company 
officials has increased reserves to repay 
long-term bonded indebtedness to the 
point that the distribution of additional 
money to the cities is possible. 

The city council also gave English 
authority to fill out the necessary papers 
to apply for any Conservation Depart- 
ment grants that may become available. 
Councilman Sonny Inman opposed this 
move, explaining to this newspaper that 
he wasn't opposed to recreation, but 
wanted to get the streets cleaned before 
any other projects were undertaken. 

Inman had earlier in the meeting 
questioned the operation (or non- 
Operation) of the street sweeper, leaf 
machine, etc., and told the council he 
had been getting complaints from local 
citizens on these matters. Inman noted 
that the street sweeper was broken, is 

old and worn out, judging from the 
repairs that have been necessary during 
the past year. 

Inman and Councilman John Sharp- 
less were appointed to look into the 
matter and report back to the council. 


Councilman Charles Kennett voiced 
a complaint over loose dogs in town, 
noting that he still sees garbage barrels 
turned over all over town. Kennett 
stated that when the dog control 
ordinance was passed, some citizens 
sold or gave away their dogs, others 
spent money on pens and fences, while 
some never complied, and this wasn't 
fair. He urged the law be enforced or 
changed, 

Sharpless spoke up and informed 
the council that he had been bitten three 
weeks ago by a loose dog. 

English asked Police Chief John 
White for comments, and White read 
from a four-month report that the 
animal control officer had answered 956 
complaints, impounded 238 dogs, sold 
twenty and destroyed 191 animals. 

The use of the tranquilizer gun 
previously used by the city has been 
outlawed, English told council 
members, and the only method of 
catching was a net or getting the 
animals to come to the catcher on their 
own. 

The mayor appointed Kennett and 
Frances Trammell to get with the chief 
and the animal control officer, review 
the ordinance and make recommenda- 
tions. 

Bids were opened on the purchase of 
two trucks, a one-ton truck to replace 
one now used to pick up limbs and a 
pickup to use with the mosquito 
sprayer, etc. Cook Chevrolet and Ed 
Sherling Ford were the only bidders, 
with Ed Sherling being the apparent low 
bidder on both vehicles. Bids on the 
one-ton vehicle were $11,707.35 from 
Cook and $11,019.06 from Sherling. 
Bids on the pickup were $7013.46 from 
Cook and $6833.90 from Sherling. 

Appointed to review the bids and 
make a recommendation was Council- 


man Cleo Hawkins. English urged him 
to review the specifications and be sure 
they were bidding on the vehicles 
requested by the city. Hawkins is to 
report back at the next council meeting. 

Monthly bills totaling $13,287.19 
were paid by the council after English 
reviewed the most expensive items in 
the group. 

Gasoline headed the list at $6254. 
Add to this $1500 repair to a garbage 
truck, $700 for police uniforms and 
$1000 for telephone bills. English had 
stated at the last meeting he was going 
to look into the high telephone bills but 
stated Monday night that he still had 
not worked out the problem. He said he 
had called the telephone company and 
was to meet with them on the matter. 

English stated that work release 
inmates would be helping with city-wide 
cleanup; street sign replacement is 
planned at about $200 per month; and 
sidewalk paving is underway with the 
first replacement having been done 
near city hall on Buford Street. 

English said the cable TV folks have 
given him a timetable for expanding the 
coverage area in the city and were 
promising additional channels at the 
same time. Concilmen commented that 
these promises had been made before 
and not fulfilled, and English agreed 
and explained he was only repeating 
what he had been told after many letters 
and telephone alls. Councilman 
Hawkins told the group he had in hand 
maps showing just where the cable 
company planned to place their lines. 

English also promised the council he 
would give them an update on the 
progress at the Elba hydro dam by the 
next meeting. He said he would also 
have available exact dates the contract 
required work to be underway and 
power to be generated,

What Are Minimum 


Competencies

To master the minimum competencies means the ability 
to perform the minimum skills in language arts, math and 
reading. 

The competencies for language are to be able to observe 
pronoun antecedent agreement, use correct forms of nouns 
and verbs, list ideas in sequential order, arrange sentences 
into logically organized paragraphs, arrange written 
directions in logical order, write a paragraph on one topic 
with a title and supporting details, include in a message all 
the necessary information, determine if information is 
missing from a message, write brief summary, identify the 
proper format of a business letter and a friendly letter, fill 
out application forms, identify words used frequently in 
daily activities, and write legibly in cursive style. 
Punctuation skills include the use of the comma in a series 
and a direct address, the use of the apostrophe in showing 
possession, and the correct usage of quotation marks, end 
punctuation and the colon. Capitalization skills are also part 
of the language test. 

In the math category the student should be able to read 
and write money and whole number, compare decimals, 
fractions and unlike denominators, compute whole 
numbers and decimals (metric and money), convert 
percentage to fractions, convert fractions to decimals and 
decimals to fractions, average whole numbers and decimals, 
convert English and metric numbers, measure lengths, 
reason answers to problems with distance, capacity and 
weight, identify parallel and perpendicular lines, make 
change after purchases, complete checks and money orders, 
and compute salaries and wages. Word problems include 
doing fraction problems with four operations, capacity 
problems, perimeter and area problems, problems with 
graphs, tables, charts and scale drawings, problems with 
four operations on approximation, problems with unit cost, 
rate, best buy, time and money allocation. 

The reading competencies include being able to 
recognize survival words and associating them with literal 
meanings, determine word meanings with prefixes and 
suffixes using context clues, recognize abbreviations, 
organize alphabetically, use library skills, select reference 
sources, use book and newspaper sections, use graphs, 
maps, charts and tables, know common signs, fill out 
forms, follow written directions and instructions, dis- 
tinguish from opinion or fantasy, pick out main ideas in 
passages, in government and law articles, in details of 
money management, in details of nutrition material, in ads, 
in labels and in directions.

Tigers Ousted From Playoffs 


The Elba Tigers’ hopes to 
win a state football crown 
came to an abrupt end last 
Friday night when they fell to 
the Eufaula Tigers 27-6 in 
the opening round of the 
Class 3A playoffs. 

The win upped Eufaula’s 
record to 10-1 and advanced 
the Tigers to a second round 
match-up against Atmore, 
while Elba finished the 
season with an 8-3 slate. 

Elba won the toss and 
elected to kick, hoping the 
defense would give it early 
momentum, The strategy 
was sound; however, the 
gamble backfired as Eufaula 
took the opening kick and 
drove 80 yards in 16 plays to 
score a touchdown! The Elba 
defense challenged Eufaula 
and appeared to have it 
stopped on four occasions, 
only to surrender a big play 
each time that kept the drive 
alive. 

Eufaula moved to a first 
down at the 13-yard line and 
seemed stopped on a 
quarterback sack on third 
down, but the Elba tackler 
inadvertently grabbed the 
face mask, setting up a third 
and three, instead of a fourth 
and 11. Eufaula moved right 
in following the penalty and 
went on top 6-0 on a one-yard 
dive by Calvin Thomas. Ken 
Ware broke through to block 
the extra point, but with 5:43 
left in the third quarter, 
Eufaula was ahead for good 
at 6-0. 

Eufaula moved to a first 
down at the Elba 31 on its 
next series and appeared 
headed for a second score, 
only to be backed up by two 
penalties, which forced a 
punt. The punt backed Elba 
up to its own 12-yard line and 


the Tigers had to punt 
following three running 
plays. 

Alfred Reeves fielded 
Hudson's punt on _ the 


Eufaula 47, headed for the 
sidelines and turned on the 
speed as he raced 53 yards 
for an apparent score. A 
clipping penalty nullified the 
touchdown, however, and 
again Elba had dodged a 
bullet!

all license, privilege, gross 
receipts or other 
taxes paid to such Eligible 
Member Municipality by the 
Gas District during such 
fiscal year plus the amount of 
any such taxes so paid to 
such Eligible Member 
Municipality during any then 
preceding fiscal year that has 
not theretofore been credited 
on and deducted from any

(b) there shall be credited

Any amount of the 
Annual Net Distributable 
Income for any fiscal ytar

(C) the Required Operat- 
ing Reserve (less any amount

Member Municipality that 
exercised its purchase option 
with respect to the gas 
distribution system located 
therein effective as of the last 
day of such fiscal year, or (II) 
a Member Municipality that 
had not, prior to the first day 
of the then next succeeding 
fiscal year, exercised such 
purchase option. 

“Gas Customer’? means 
any person purchasing gas 
from the Gas District, 
whether on a firm, interrupt- 
ible or other basis. 

‘Member Maunicipality’’ 
means a municipality that is 
a member of the Gas District. 

**Required Capital 
Reserve’ means a reason- 
able reserve for future exten- 
sions and improvements, 
which shall be an amount 
equal to 4% of the operating 
revenues of the Gas District 
for the preceding fiscal year 
(as shown in the audit report 
for such fiscal year) or such 
greater amount as shall be 
prescribed by the Board of 
Directors of the Gas District. 

“Required Operating 
Reserve’’ means an amount 
determined by the Board of 
Directors of the Gas District 
to be equal to 50% of the 
estimated expenses of 
operating, maintaining and 
repairing the gas systems of 
the Gas District for the then 
current fiscal year, not 
including, as an operating 
expense, costs of purchased 
gas. 

‘*Service. Area,’’ as 
applied to a Member 
Municipality, means the area 


at the time within the 
corporate limits of such 
Member Municipality;

Now In His Fourth Term, Rep. Holley 


Is Still “ Same Ole Country Boy ”’ 


Rep. Jimmy Holley was sworn in 
recently for his fourth term as a member 
of the Alabama House of Representa- 
tives, and while both Coffee County and 
Alabama have undergone major 
changes during his nine years in office, 
Holley insists he is still the ‘‘same ole 
country boy from Ino that was first 
elected back in 1975." 

“I hope I'm still the same ole 
country boy I was,"’ stated Holley in a 
recent interview. ‘‘I'm older, and 
hopefully wiser, but my primary 
concern is to best serve the people of 
Coffee County and Alabama."’ 

Holley was first elected back in 
1975 and served under Gov, George 
Wallace, then remained in _ office 
through the Fob James years, and is 
now back working with Goy. Wallace. 
With the years came an education! 

“The major difference I see in the 
legislature now and in the past is a 
decline in the number of lawyers in 
office,'’ said Holley, ‘Il guess it would 
be bad to have too many lawyers, but it 
is also bad to not have enough. Much of 
our legislation is such that someone 
with a legal background would under- 


stand it better, sol think there is a need 
for lawyers in the legislation.’’ 

‘The difference in. the two 
governors was like daylight and dark,’’ 
continued Holley. ‘The big difference 
was in the personnel who worked with 
the men. Wallace had, and now has, 
experienced people who understand 
their jobs, while Goy. James’ people 
were new and it took them three years 
to get experienced in how to operate 
correctly. This time, the only difference 
in Goy. Wallace is that he can’t hear as 
well as in the past. As far as his 
intellect and his ability to grasp 
problems, there is no difference.’’ 

Holley felt there was a parallel as far 
as problems facing the state then and 
now, with the federal court being the 
main ingredient. 

‘Back in the '70's, the courts were 
issuing orders concerning education 


‘and the death penalty,’’ said Holley, 


‘while now it is the prisons. It seems 
we're always under some type of court 
order."’ 

Accomplishments have been many 
during the ‘‘Holley Era’’, in all phases 
of government. 


‘We've’ had many highway 
improvements,'’ Holley added. ‘‘The 
county has received funding to pave and 
resurface many miles of roads; Enter- 
prise was able to four-lane the bypass 
and the connector road in Elba is under 
construction, In education, there have 
been elementary schools built in Zion 
Chapel and New Brockton, and another 
one is being built in Kinston, and a 
vocational school was built in New 
Brockton to serve the county school 
system. 

‘On legal matters, too, I feel we've 
accomplished a great deal. We got the 
death penalty passed; realigned the 
laws to treat the victims more fairly and 
putin the Habitual Offender Act to deal 
with repeated offenders. 1 do believe 
the accomplishments have been many."’ 

“What does the future hold?’ 
pondered Holley. ‘‘Better days! We 
are going to work to get out from under 
court orders, stabilize the economy and 
improve both our interstate highways 
and secondary roads. The state still 
needs a lot and during the coming years 
I'll fight to make sure it continues to 
improve in every way."’

State Troopers Estimate 18 Will Die During Holiday Period 


Alabamians can give themselves one 
more reason to be thankful this holiday 
season by driving carefully and 
decreasing the number of holiday traffic 
fatalities, according to Public Safety 
Director Col. Byron Prescott. 

“Traffic fatalities have increased 
more than 7 percent compared with last 
vear,"’ Prescott said. This 
Thanksgiving holiday season motorists 
in Alabama can reverse that trend by 
driving carefully and courteously and by 
obeying all traffic laws." 

Prescott said the department has 


estimated that 18 people will die on 
Alabama's roadways during the 102- 
hour period. The Thanksgiving holiday 
period begins at 6 p.m. Wednesday. 
November 23, and ends at midnight 
Sunday, November 27. 

Fifteen people were killed in traffic 
accidents during the 1982 Thanksgiving 
holiday. Twelve of the deaths occurred 
on rural roadways and three on urban. 

Drivers can insure that 
Thanksgiving is a safe holiday by using 
care and common sense, Prescott said. 

“When you're traveling on the 


roads, drive defensively,"* the Coionel 
said. “Observe the speed limit and all 
other traffic laws, and never get behind 
the wheel after drinking alcohol. In 
addition, remember to buckle up 
Seatbelts Save Lives."

Additional Educational Funding 


George Wallace, Jr., son of 
Alabama Governor George C. Wallace, 
paid a visit to Coffee County ‘on 
Tuesday, November 15, and stated he 
would review the needs of schools in the 
Coffee County School System, look at 
the achievements made and then report 
back to the governor for future 
consideration of possible funding. 

Wallace and Rex Cheatham, the 
Assistant to the Governor on 
Educational Affairs, held a morning 
press conference at the Coffee County 
Board of Education Office, in Elba, and 
then accompanied Supt. John W. 
Vaughan on a tour of the Area 
Vocational Center, in New Brockton, as 
well as Zion Chapel High School and 
New Hope Junior High. 

‘We are proud to have Mr. Wallace 
here in Coffee’ County,’’ said Supt. 
Vaughan at the press conference. ‘‘Goy. 
Wallace has had a tremendous impact 
in our school system and the Area 
Vocational School is an example of what 
we were able to build with funds 
received from the Governor."’ 

“Mr. Cheatham and I are here to 
review the needs of the Coffee County 
School System,’’ stated Wallace, ‘‘and 
to also look at the system’ 
achievements. Goy. Wallace has always 
been supportive of the educational need 
of Coffee County and I will report back 
to him after touring the schools. Prisons 
are a major concern of the administra- 
tion; however, the administration is 
totally supportive of education 
statewide. We are concerned with the 
«tds of the citizens of Coffee County, 
not only in education but on all 
subjects."’ 

“Education is at the top of the 
Governor's list of goals,’’ said 
Cheatham, ‘‘because he realizes that 
education is the future of the state.

The subject on merit pay for 
teachers was discussed, and Cheatham 
stated, ‘‘I am not convinced educators 


are excited about merit pay. The major 
concern is deciding who wili decide 
what teacher is doing a better job than 
another. Merit pay will be examined 
closely before a decision is made."' 

‘Iam supportive of the concept of 
merit pay,’’ said Supt. Vaughan, but 
first the teachers’ salaries must be 
raised to a creditable level. To have 
quality teachers we must pay good 
salaries,”’ 

The press conference continued for 
approximately 40-minutes and then 
broke up as the tour of schools began.
